But the question at- once 
coours how far these words ‘aro limited by 
the fourth article, which excludes from the 
operation of the treaty ‘crimes’ (would 
not ‘offences,’ by ‘the way, bdve beon 
a better word?) ‘of a political char- 
acter” This exclusion: is. uf course of 
universal restriction in such treaties ; and 
therefore, as the American Minister ob- 
soryes in his lucid précis of thy clauses, ‘its 
presence can do no harm, aud its absence 
might excite comment.’
